“I WANT it all,” announced go-get- 
ting singing star Bobby Darin back 
in the 1960s. 

And for a while the American had the lot — 
a string of hits including Dream Lover and 
Mac the Knife, a movie career and marriage 
to Hollywood star Sandra Dee. 

Kevin Spacey’s standout portrait of Darin and 
his superb singing commands the screen in a fas- 
cinating rags-to-riches biopic he co-wrote and 
directed and, for good measure, co-produced. 

Darin, born in the Bronx as Walden Robert 
Cassotto, wasn’t expected to live to 15 after 
rheumatic fever damaged his heart. But driven 
by ambition he found singing, acting and song- 
writing stardom. 

Hollywood beckoned and he met and married 
Sandra Dee while they were filming Come 
September (fortunately Dee ignored her mum’s

plea to concentrate on Rock Hudson, who turned 
out to be gay). 

In true Tinsel Town tradition, collapsing 
careers and fading fame strained their relation- 
ship. They parted and Darin had to revamp his 
singing style to make a memorable Las Vegas 
comeback before his death in 1973, aged just 37.

Spacey belts out the songs brilliantly and, 
despite being older than Darin, his fantastic per- 
formance soon makes you forget he doesn’t 
really resemble his subject. 

Kate Bosworth does well as forgotten star Dee, 
William Ullrich is terrific as young all-singing, 
all-dancing Bobby, Brenda Blethyn scores as his 
mum and if you fancy unintentional laughs Bob 
Hoskins’ ludicrous American accent is a hoot.

The bank said “pressures with- 
in the mortgage business” had 
offset increases in the number of 
people opening new accounts to 
ensure a “flat” performance. 

Mortgage profit margins have 
been squeezed by successive 
interest rate rises, forcing 
Barclays to sacrifice volume 
growth through offering cheap 
deals to focus on more profitable 
business. 

Its share of new mortgage lend- 
ing has slipped as a result. 

News of the slowdown came just 
days after the bank’s chief econo- 
mist warned house prices could 
fall by as much as 20% from their 
current levels. 

Analysts also feared interest 
rate rises were beginning to hit 
profits at Barclaycard. 

Shares in the group tumbled by 
15.5p to 545p as cost increases out- 
stripped income growth during 
the third quarter to September, 
continuing a trend established in 
the first half. 


ONLINE travel company 
Lastminute.com yesterday 
announced that its earnings had 
failed to reach promised levels. 

The company’s shares lost 13%, 
falling 15.5p to 104.25p.
